A Fanny Error. 

The caricature led the Spanish au- 
thorities and reporters of Spanish papers 
to believe Tweed had been kidnapping 
children, hence in the first official an- 
nouncement received here of the arrest 
of Twid Antelme, which is supposed 
to have been a telegraphic corruption 
of Tweed, the American. It was stated 
that he had been arrested for kidnap- 
ping American children. 

Placed in Quarantine. 

Tweed is still confined on the isle of 
St. Simon, in Vigo bay, where he is 
undergoing quarantine, and is strictly 
watched by the custom house guards. 
At the e of his quarantine he 
will be 

Surrendered to the United States 
representative. As there are no direct 

pteamers between Spain and North 
America, Tweed will be sent to Cuba 
and from there to New York.
